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INTRODUCTION

I .  ANALYSES

b.3  Associate  Researcher 

In  July  1971,  Professor  George  Kent  attended  a  two-week  V  rkshop 
on  World  Order  in  Forest  Grove,  Oregon.  He  presented  papers  on  "Teaching 
Practical  Policy  Analysis"  (DON  Research  Report  No.  56)  and  on  "Action 
Oriented  Peace  Education,”  and  he  drafted  another  paper  on  "Plan  for 
Designing  the  Future"  during  the  conference  Itself. 

In  September,  Professor  Kent  attended  the  Executive  Comlttee 
meeting  of  the  Consortium  on  Peace  Research,  Education,  and  Development, 
in  Racine,  Wisconsin.  During  this  meeting,  he  agreed  to  undertake 
efforts  to  establish  a  Peace  Studies  section  in  the  International 
Studies  Association  In  addition,  with  the  encouragemec.  and  support 
of  representatives  of  the  World  Lav  Fund,  he  agreed  '  olan  a  workshop 
to  be  held  next  summer  on  the  design  of  models  of  world  order.  This 
effort  grows  cut  of  work  and  contacts  that  were  originated  during  the 
July  conference  in  Oregon.

Dennis  Hall  and  Paul  Williamson  left  the  DON  Project  during 
this  quarter.  Mr.  Hall  changed  his  major  end  moved  to  the  Department 
of  Information  Sciences.

His 
review  covered  nost  of  the  Intellectual  coemltment  ar.d  accompllshnents 
made  in  the  past  nine  years  by  DON  members  and  revealed  both  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  DON.  At  the  end  of  his  revlev,  he  also 
made  several  recommendations  including  the  termination  of  DON  In 
1972.
